Regina, August 22. 
MONDAY. 

The bill providing for aid to hospitals 
throughout the Territorics, at the rate of 60 
cents per day for each free patient attended, 
was considered in committee of the whole. 
Tweed ,who introduced the bill, said the ex- 
pense of patients at the Medecine Hat hospital 
was $1.14 per day per patient. Liberal aid was 
ig a to hospitals in Outario aud Manitoba, 

n Ontario the grant reached 30¢ a day for all 
patients, amounting to $22,000 in a year to 68 
hospitals. The Manitoba government gave the 
Winnipeg general hospital a grant of $7,000, 
and the total aid to hospitals given in Manito- 
ba amounted to 5 per cent, of the total expendi- 
ture. He estimated the total cost to the Ter- 
ritories on the basis of 60c per day at $2,500 or 
less than one per cent. of our total expenditure. 
The bill provided that if the amount annually 
voted by the assembly would not give 60c per 
head a proportionately less sum should be 
viven., 

Brett supported the bill, but thought the 
expenditure under it would reach $3,000, © This 
would be a little more than $100 from each 
district, and he thought the money would be 
well spent. 

A general discussion followed, chieily as to 
the ac wil expense likely to resu’t under the 
bill, which was finally agreed to and reported 
to the house.

Mr. Editor. 


in bral issue of the 18th instant is a protest 
from ‘“J. * rethe running of a direct trail 
between the railway terminus and Fort Saskat 
chewan. 

It isa matter of regret to see that any one is 
blind to the true importance of direct trails, or 
properly speaking, colonizatisn roads. 

very one who has to travel from Victoria, 
Evy lake, Beaver lake, or any other point east 
of the ry ailway terminus, know that, at the pre- 
sent time, the ‘vy have to travel from 5 to 7 miles 
with a load further than the »y should have, had 
we a colonization road, It is @ll very well for 
anyoue, to Whom time is no o ject’ to make in 
obstruction to a project that is of the most 
vital importance to the country at large; but 
it does not do. If we want our country to 

develop, there must be no pull back spirit 
» shown. For ‘J. C's.” information we point out 

a few facts. The absence of direct trails is a 
detriment to any country, whether new or old, 

It means serious loss of time to every farmer 
and traveller, wear and tear of horses. wagons 
and harness. It keeps people from travelling 
any more than they can possibly help. It keeps 
neighbors from having direct communication 
with one another, and the children from easy 
access to school, 


In fact there is nothing that 
hurts a district more, than to have roads. run- 


ning, no one knows how, or wiere, and such is 
the case at present, from the railway terminus 
to the whole of the country cast of it. 

Every farmer and resident along the proposed 
highway will be benefitted by it. Even if. it 
does run through some of the farms, it enhances 
the value of them, instead of, as some people 
think, reducing or injuring the value. What 
is wanted throughout the whole of the Territo- 
ries are main thoroughfares similar to those of 
Ontario, They increase the value of the land, 
develop the country, increase travel, save the 
wear and tear of horses, wagons and harness, 
save valuable time, and benefit every man, 
woman and child wherever such main roads are. 
Kvery farmer from Ontario will understand 
this, and the writer trusts wil’ do their utmost 
to further the making of such roads here as 
elsewhere.

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GENERAL NEWS. 

Manitoba butter is steadily gaining a reputa 
tion abroad. Recent sales have been made for 
the shipment of Manitoba tinned butter to the 
Gilbert and Marshall Islands, northeast of Aus: 
tralia, some 7,000 miles from Winnipeg. 

The latest observer of Mars to report is Prof. 
Pickering, from Arequipa. He has seen seas 
appear and disappear, snowfalls and lakes, dark 
lines and light, mixed with blue, green, white 
and red areas, all changing rapidiy. The astro- 
nomers seem to have struck a Marsian aurora 
borealis. 


A lamentable case of drowning occurred at 
Godrich, on the 18th inst., James and Roy, 
the youngest sons of the Rev. J. E. Howell, 
were drowned in the lake. It appears that 
they were out boating north of the river mouth 
when the younger brother fell overboard. The 
other brother jumped in to save him, but both 
were drowned before assistance could be render- 
ed. The body of the younger brother was re- 
covered at 7 p. m. 

Sam Moy, who is prominent in the Chinese 
colony in Chicago, surprised the government 
office by informing them that orders had been 
received from China not to obey the law requir- 
iug Chinese residents to take out certificates of 
residence. He said the government of China 
had sent one of its officials to this country to 
fight the law in the courts. 


The clergymen of Calgary have sent to the 
mayor and town council a joint letter, calling 
attention to the fact nobody has been paneled 
yet for the raid on the Chinese laundries, and 
asking that action be taken. It is signed by 
Rev. aa Cooper, Herdman, Dean, Leduc 
and Wise. We understand that Father La- 
combe, who was in town when the letter was 
dramn up, declined to sign it. A special meet- 
ing of the council will be called to deal with 
the letter ; the signers will be asked to attend ; 
and it is probable that they will be able to ex- 
plain to the council the parties to be prosecuted 
and how to proceed.
